Tiie only place which is low is com- 
prised in the site of the grove back 
of'the two Hotelling- places, and that 
is only wet during very high water 
in*the spring. 
A fill of from one to 


three feet along the river b a n k ' o n 
these two lots, would 
prevent 
this 


flow and would benefit the trees, many 
of which have their roots washed out 
by the spring rains.. 
That amount of nil would be enough, 


to raise the . grail e above the high 
water, which ordinarily occurs in the 
spring. 
The rest of the year the soil 
is high'and dry.

In the low aera is about 10 rods. When 
buildings are erected' with their ex- 
tensive cellars and basements U would 
seem that enough dirt would be exca- 
vated to .fill up the depression.

The degree of success achieved 


pln.nting fish is determined by the con- 
ditions of the water in which they are 
planted. 
Some la,kes a.nd streams are 


more productive of fish and the .life 
upon which fish feed than others. The 
problem with which we are confront- 
ed is how can these 
conditions" be 


maintained? 
The farmer that sows 


and reaps without returning anything 
to tho t?oil, soon has a. barren field. 
We have been planting fish in streams 
for years and the time has arrived 
when many of our streams cannot 
support greater number of game fish 
and the question to be solved i.s what 
can be done to restore these streams 
to their former pristine conditions so 
they can be stocked to meet the in- 
creased demand. 


The principal food of large 
and 


small trout and which is in most all 
spring water streams, is a Crustacea 
that adheres and grows on stones on 
the bed of the streams. 
The caddis 
larva is a wormlike creature found in 
the streams ajid looks as if it might 
be encased in bark from the tree or 
aider bush and pebbles. 
Then again, 


I in most all of our spring- water holes, 
[where watercress will grow, there will 
be found vast numbers of fresh water 
shrimp, found all along the srtream 
clinging to roots, logs or stories as 
they drift along down the strea.m, and 
the fish feed upon them. 


Brook trout prefer streams 
that 
contain biding places and clear spring 
water with a maximum temperature 
of about 60 degrees. 
Jn many of the 


counties of the state intensive farm- 
ing has caused the removal of brush 
and trees from the banks of streams, 


the streams unflt for trout. Farmers 
and others interested in rish and fish 
life, it would.be a good idea for them 
to plant willow and tag alder along 
the stream. 


We have one trout stream in mind 


in this state that in years gone by at- 
tracted more sportsmen and men of 
note than any other. 
Some 
thirty 
years ago. when visiting this stream, 
we observed that it was bordered by 
a dense- forest of pine and hemlock 
trees. 
These frequently were found 


fallen across the stream and logs and 
brush 
formed 
poolsj — ideal 
hiding 
places for trout. 
Several well-to-do 


sportsmen from nearby cities bought 
small tracts of land along the stream 
and built elaboro.te summer homes, 
and others built cottages, and in time 
there got to be quite a settlement 
along the stream. 
Practically all ot 
the marketable timber has been cut,

In regard to the cost of the new 


school, the best estimate we have so 
far is from an architect of wide repu-

We told him we wanted a 


building that would accommodate 600. 
or 70-0 pupils, but capable of exten- 
sion when necessary. 
He said, "If 


you make it fireproof throughout, you 
should count upon a cost of $400 per. 
pupil." 
That does not 
include the 


site. The board is carefully consider- 
ing the extent of ground necessary, 
getting surveys and contours, and con- 
sulting with engineers and architects 
before recommending to the council 
the'frontage to be purchased. Con- 
tractors tell' us .that the .salvage from 
the'building's to be removed will more 
than pay for all necessary filling, and 
for a retaining wall along- the river, 
if it fs thought best to build one. How-, 
ever, as to both the cost of the sch&ol. 
and the extent o£ the site, the final de- 
cision rests with the council, of which 
Mr. Welsh is.an active and influential 
member.

BAPTIST PASTOR 


URGES SIMPLICITY 


IN CHURCH SERMONS 


With a warning that there had been 


a great change in the terminology of 
the gospel message since the begin- 
ning- o£ the war, to meet changing 
conditions, Rev. Raymond G. Pierson 
preached yesterday morning a sermoo 
at the Baptist church on "A Vernacu- 
lar Religion." 
He made plain 
the 
thought that to be effective, a relig- 
ious address must be brief, to the 
point, and simple so that a child .would 
understand it. 
He described Christianity as being 


'something ail've,and growing- in every 
human heart, and not something mus- 
terious and supernatural coming down 
through the ages. 
He said that the average man.likes 


to hear the gospel, in terms which .he 
can understand. 
If it is brought to 


the church in the teems of theology i 
it goes over the heads of the people. 
"No abstract message,'" 
he 
said, 
"would do tor this day and place."
